Clarke. The journey was one of 
vivid, even romantic, Interest. 
We were about to see the grim 
demon of war, face to fare, and 
long before we reached the city 
his presence made Itself felt in 
the blare of Ares along the road 
which was heavily guarded by 
Union Pickets. 
"After establishing ourselves at 
Willard's Hotel we drove out to 
attend a review of troops, ap­ 
pointed lo take place some dis­ 
tance from the city. In the car­ 
riage with me were Reverend 
Clarke, and Mr, and Mm. Whip­ 
ple. The day was Ane and every­ 
thing promised well, hut rn sud­ 
den surprise by the enemy inter­ 
rupted the proceedings . . , and 
we

The original draft of the "B attle 
Hym n" is dated November, 1861.
